Rumors that 
Motors is about to enter the field of aviation, 
probably through the manufacture of airplane 
motors by the Yellow Truck & Coach Manu- 
facturing Co., a subsidiary concern, More 
ihan a the Du Ponts extended 
financial backing to Bellanea, designer and 
builder of the plane in which Chamberlin and 
Levine flew to Germany, and it 
then that the interest of the Du Ponts in avia- 
tion was the precursor to the entry of General 
Motors into the airplane manufacturing field. 
With Packard, Ford, Auburn and Continental 
Motors actively engaged in aviation activity of 
one sort or another, it was only. logical that 
the largest automobile manufacturing com- 
pany should enter the field. 

General Motors’ contribution to the ad- 
vancement of aviation should be great. Im- 
mediately after Lindbergh completed his flight 
to Paris plane building took a spurt, and it 
soon became apparent that airplane manu- 
facturers were severely handicapped by their 
inability to obtain motors. Since then the 
capacity of existing motor building plants has 
been increased and new motors have ‘been 
developed and placed on the market. The 
situation is much better than it was, but there 
still exists a genuine demand for low-priced, 
thoroughly reliable aviation power plants.

The pay-roll tells the story of prosperity more 
eloquently than could the flight of an orator. 
The pay-roll increase in August in actual per- 
centages was 1.5, and back of this Increase lay 
another, that of employment, which was 9.2. 
was distributed 
over a wide range of industries, from potters 
to pianos, from women's clothing to automo- 
biles, while the lines that 
are few in comparison, Among the industries 
that have felt the upward movement of em- 
ployment is the textile group, beside iron, steel, 
woolen goods and petroleum, | 

The distribution of increased employment, 
by the very nature of the lines affected, shows 
wide geographical dissemination. The per 
capita rise in earnings is also of interest, show- 
ing 8-10 per cent more than the same month 
of last year. -It is these steady rises, linked 
with proportidnately higher wages, that show 
the wide diffusion of industrial activity. 

Seven of nine géographical divisions have re- 
corded gains both in employment and in pay 
roll, a situation which runs through 40 of the 
54 industries.

Hamilton's Birthday. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Seemingly, except in the City of New 
York, the birthday of Alexander Ham- 
ilton was forgotten by the country. To 
him, more than to any other man, do 
we owe our present constitutional gov- 
ernment.

Philadelphia, Sept. 19 (A.P.).—Capt.

They kept insisting to me that 
they were giving their stewards and 
stewardesses 2 pounds when they were 
only giving $2. Now $2 is much tvo 
small a tip for either the bedroom 
steward or the table steward or the 
stewardess. These men and women 
have a hard, uncomfortable life. They 
are up early and go to bed late; they 
walt upon you day and night. The 
least they ought to make is a pound 
(which is $5) a passenger. Their 
wages are not high. 

The stewardess may be serving three 
meals a day to her particular cabin 
ladies, besides making lower berths and 
generally waiting upon the indisposed 
inmates. The steward makes the up- 
per berths and brushes and looks after 
the rooms. tewardess hours on duty 
are from 7 to 11, with an hour or so 
off on certain afternoons. Stewards 
are usually up from 5:30 to 11. When 
they have done the rooms, they serve 
in the pantry. They also attend to 
luggage. Five dollars a person isn’t 
one bit too much to pay for the serv- 
ices of steward and stewardess. 

The table steward (if you go to 
table) serves you three meals a day 
for from five to ten days. If you 
tipped at each meal in the ordinary 
way. think what it would come to. I 
was ashamed of one man who for a 
family of seven only gave his table 
steward $5. Twenty for such a party 
would have been small. For bath 
deck and general stewards, who are 
tipped by more people, $3 or even $2 
is enough, unless they have served you 
more than usual. For instance, if 
you've had your meals on deck, you 
would then give the deck steward 85

F. A. Schenck’s Wife Refuses | 


to Testify Against Him, 
Ending Raid Case. 


J, A. MULLEN ADMITS 
HE ASSAULTED CITIZEN 


Sentence Is Suspended by 
Mattingly; New System of 
Discipline Drafted. 


Two of the quintet: of policemen, 


whose dismissals from the police force | 


have been recommended to the District 
Commissioners by the police trial 
board, yesterday appeared in Police 
Court in the roles of defendants. 

They were Frederick A. Schenck, 
Suspended member of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, and Joseph H. Mullen, suspended 
Seventh Precinct patrolman.

Refusal of Mrs. Eva Schenck to testi- 
fy against her husband won Schenck 
and Mrs. Joyce dismissal of the charge 
against them. A jury -had been em- 
paneled and Mrs. Schenck was called 


to the stand as the complainant against | 


the accused. She refused to testify 


and Judge Mattingly ordered a directed | 


verdict of not guilty. 
Were Arrested In Raid. 


Schenck and Mrs. Joyce were arrested 
in a raid upon the woman's apartment 
on August 29. Mrs. Schenck, it was 
said, swore to the warrant which led 
to the invasion. 

Besides the statutory offense, Mrs. 
Joyce was also charged with violating 
the liquor laws and has demanded a 
jury trial for that offense 

Three days after the raid. Mrs 
Schenck filed suit in District Supreme 
Court for absolute divorce from her 
husband, naming Mrs. Joyce as core- 
epondent. Schenck was represented by 
Attorney Joseph Kelly.

Considers New Discipline. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, revealed yesterday that he 1s 
considering a change in the present 
method of punishing policemen for 
minor offenses such as failing to call 
the station house and failing to prop- 
erly patrol their beats. 

At present, all such cases are handled 
by the police trial board with the re- 
sult that its docket is nearly always 
heavily loaded. Maj. Hesse has been 
thinking of having the various police 
captains discipline the men in these 
eases, Much in the way that the Army 
and Navy does. 


Drafted By Inspector Pratt, 


Inspector Henry G. Pratt, chief 
detectives and a lieutenant colonel in 
the reserve corps of the Army, has 
formulated a system .under which the 
police captains could handle cases of 
minor infractions, but there is some 
doubt as to whether it could be carried 
out without changing the law. 

“We are now waiting to see what 
effect the reorganization of the Police 
Trial Board will have on misconduct 
tn the department,” Maj.

Schools Are Handicapped 
By “Red Tape,” He

Threatened warfare between the Dis- 
trict Commissioners and the Board of 
Education came to a head at a meeting

"The first recommendation
